At a recent meeting of the Household 


Economic Association, where the discus- 
sion of the ethics included in domestic 
service WP.S in progress, Mrs. Nathan 
dwelt on some of the reasons for the an- 
tagonistic attitude of household workers 
to their work and to their employers. 
The long and Irregular hours dependent 
on tho status and mind of the employer 
was one of the stumbling blocks that de- 
terred many girls from being willing to 
accept even well paid positions in Ihe 
household; while the system of espion- 
age, of enforced ostracism, of open rep- 
rimand and of open or implied less OC 
caste combined to make the position well 
nigh unendurable. 
In enumerating the 


essentials 
which 
every 
housekeeper 


should consider tho light of the house- 
worker, Mrs. Nathan mentioned a com- 
fortable bedroom, all her own if possible, 
but lit all events a bed to herself: the 
use of a bath; a room where she m*y re- 
celvo visitors (if no other tho kitchen 
may be put in evening diess): the privi- 
lege of callers, even if men friends, un- 
der suitable restrictions as to hours and 
order; immunity from constant suspicion; 
respectful treatment by the children o£ 
tho household, and protection from public 
reprimands. 


In planning for the spring dressmaking 


at home, the women of foresight will see 
to it that everything possible is In readi- 
ness before the advent of'tho dressmaker, 
so that she may go directly to tho work 
in hand. Gowns that are to be altered 
should be ripped, brushed, shaken and 
cleansed. Do not attempt to clean the 
linings unless they are of silk, as it does 
not pay when new linings can be bought 
as cheaply as they -are sold today. Black 
goods and the lighter woolens are easily 
cleaned with soap bark. If desirable to 
wofih thoroughly, take a 5 cent package 
which has been covered with a quart oC 
cold water and simmered down to a pint. 
Strain, and mix it with two quarts of 
warm, not hot water, which is the regu- 
lar cleaning soluticn. Lay the cloth on 
the ironing board, stripped of its cover, 
and with a clean, soft scrubbing brush 
scrub thoroughly with the solution, rub- 
bing always in one direction. Rinse piece 
by piece as soon as .cleaned, in a. weaker 
solution of soap bark, made by covering 
the dregs of the first solution with moro 
water. 
The last water should be clear 


when the cloth is wrung out of it, if tho 
previous cleansing

'(Bothg Senate Constitutional Amendment 


No. 41.) 


A resolution to projlose to tha people o£ 


the State of California an amendment to 
section eighteen of article eleven of the 
Constitution, in relation to revenue and

It ' is proposed to 


amend said section to road as follows: 


Section is. No county, city, town, town- 


ship, board of education or school district 
shall Incur any indebtedness of liability 
In any manner or £or any purpose exceed- 
ing In any year the income and revenue 
proxTded for it for such year, without tho 
.assent of two-thirds of the qualified elec- 
tors thereof, voting at an olectlbh to be 
held for that purpose, nor unless before, 
or at tho time of incurring such indebted- 
ness, provision shall be n.ade for the col- 
lection of an annual tax sufficient to pay 
tho interest on such indebtedness as it 
falls Sue, and also provision to constitute

Tho Legislature, shall then, re- 
main in session for twenty-five days, 
after which it must adjourn to some date 
not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days from the time of adjournment. If 
the two houses fall to agree upon a tlm« 
at which they will resume their session, 
the Governor shall, by proclamation, lix 
a date for such reconvening, which shall 
be within tho limits above, prescribed.
